Circus folk only 
sleep in the winter, but they used to 
practically live in the open. And look 
at them, the old-timers, we mean. 
They are fit at fiftyg supple at sixty, 
and sentient, sensible and super-agile 
at seventy. 


Johnny Wilson, spruce, spry and 
springy, left Cincinnati for his seven- 
teenth annual vacation at Petosky, 
Mich., August 9. r 

Johnny Wilson hds just passed his 
seventieth birthday. Also he has had 
one leg broken once, the other broken 
three times, one arm broken twice 
and the other thrice. 

Those little accidents occurred while 
he was riding a four-horse act away 
back yonder in the late sixties and 
early seventies. 

Afterwards, when he went “on the 
door,” he was shot three times and 
stabbed five times. : 

And now, at seventy, he swings off 
of a trolley before it stops, hops on 
one when it is going lickity-split) and 
walks with elastic step from seven 
to seventeen miles (by pedometer) 
every day just for the joy of it. 

His eye is bright, his complexion 
clear, his cheeks are ruddy, and he 
says he feels good. When he utters 
this assurance, he whips out the word 
“good” with unction and emphasis.

Even in 
the days of the wagon show, when he 
not only did his riding act, but rode 
in entry and parade, went in the leaps 
and did tumbling, besides helping to 
tear down, load up and get the show 
over the road when canvasmen and 
drivers were scarce, he was a very 
light eater. 

For many years he has @aten but 
two meals a day, and one of them is 
a light one. 

Today he is plump and even heavy- 
set, but he has no paunch, no double 
chin, and no puffy pouches under the 
eyes, 


And he enjoys life. He likes to hear 


a good story and he likes to tell one. 
He has a boyish spirit and a hearty, 
ringing laugh. 


And he's seventy. 


But there is another thing we want 


to tell you young fellows about Johnny 
Wilson. You won't let it influence 
you, Lord love you, no. And we don't 


expect to put an old head on young 


shoulders. Here goes, tho, anyhow— 
Johnny Wilson. never got the pill 
habit. He never took a dose of pat- 


ent medicine in his life. ° 


And speaking of patent medicines 
reminds us that we ought to tell you 
that we may be boycotted and sys- 
tematically knocked by the members 
of the Associated Advertising Clubs. 

Perhaps we ought to say that such 
a move is possible, but not probable. 

We have received letters intimating 
that reprisals would be made, but they 
were anonymous letters, and as the 
anonymous letter is the refuge of the 
sneaking coward and crawling craven, 
we don’t take a great deal of stock in 
them.

And also WHAT IT WOULD DO 
TO THE ASSOCIATED ADVERTIS-

It would utterly disrupt the confed- 
eration—split it in twain. The sheep 
and the goats would be separated in- 
stanter and completely. 

We would have the sheep on our 
side, and some of those old rams can 
put it all over a goat. 


We want our readers to understand 
the issue. We are not assuming a 
“holier than thou” attitude. We don’t 
pretend that we are angels. We freely 
admit that we are not “so dam good.” 
But we contend that a paper ought to 
play square with its readers. Adver- 
tisers are smart men and enjoy all the 
advantage they ought to have by rea- 
son of their knowledge of the game. 
When a publisher permits them to 
stack the cards and gain that advan- 
tage in addition to that which their 
skill gives them, he becomes a taker 
of dirty money. WE WON’T DO IT.

If it will please you any, I will apolo- 
gize for having done so, but as long 
as they are for sale, and as long as 
any of their contents can interest me, 
instruct me, as they have interested 
and instructed me, along certain lines, 
I shall continue to buy The Billboard. 


I don’t know as I care one “little 
good sarsh darn’ whether it has any 
cover on at all. 


Then again, being a lawyer (the 
one who heads the list of the class of 
eattle you don’t want) being used to 
“butting in,”’ where I am neither wel- 
come or wanted, I shall continue to 
purchase and read The Billboard. 

And, what is worse, we are an old 
advertiser, one who is at this writing 


in arrears, for value received, and was 
just working out his July accounts 
that he might liquidate, as tper a very 
recent request. Now we are told that 
“a lawyer’s money is not wanted.” We 
might, being a lawyer, attempt by 
logic more or less sound, possibly legal 
if not sound, to prove that the debt 
was thereby, therewith, thereat, in 
manner aforesaid, extinguished, paid, 
settled, satisfied and annulled, or that, 
having made the statement that “we

We are bookt solid and making more than 
good (stopt the show at the Orpheum here last 
night) over that part of the Sullivan & Con- 
sidine time bookt by Paul Goudron out of Chi- 
cago. We opened at the Airdome in Boone, 
Iowa, for Manager Anderson, July 24 and 
played two nights. No mention was made to 
us of moving to the Princess Theater for Sat- 
urday matinee until late Friday night, when 
with much profanity we were informed of same 
and finally that we could do a matinee or not, 
but would be pald accordingly. I told my sis- 
ter I wouldn’t do the matinee as he had been 
so insulting, but she finally persuaded me to 
go ahead so we put on all new wardrobe and 
were ready to go on when Mr. Anderson iIn- 
formed us that unless we moved our wardrobe 
from the Aird we couldn't work. He was 
merely looking for an excuse to get out of 
poying us. Understand, we had workt two 
nights and kept our contract in every way as 
you may know, because we sued and got judg- 
ment against him in his own town. People 
say it is actually brutal the way he treats his 
acts, sometimes permitting them to play their 
full time out and then not pay them and get- 
ting away with it. He ts particularly insulting 
to women. 

Mr. Anderson !s a drinking man, which may 
account for some of his overbearing tempers. 
I claim {t is time acts should declare themselves 
against such treatment. He even dragged our 
wardrobe trunk out of the dressing-room and 
threw it into the brick alley 12 feet below, 
crushing the whole inside.

Now I can prove this frame-up, as I have 
the correspondence between this fellow and my 
wife and if I were free I could prove him a 
perjurer and a lying thief, but where can I get 
pail in a strange town, I was stuck for an 
attorney. Mr. Cahil, of the Crescent Theater, 
furnisht me with an attorney, for my hearing, 
which was very kind of him doing that for a 
total stranger. 

Now the question is, I need funds badly to 
fight this case before the grand jury, to pay at- 
torney fees and to get something to eat, as I 
ean not live eating jail food, I am not used to 
fare of that kind. Tobacco is a luxury here, 
but a fellow can buy all the smokes he wants. 

I chipt in with the rest in a good many dis- 
tress cases that I heard thru The Billboard and 
other papers. The musical Simpsons will tell 
you what I done for the good of performers in 
Malone, N. Y., and I ask them to please write, 
also Harry Baro, J. C. Morris and other friends. 
I need assistance and need it badly and I’m sure 
if you insert this in Billytoy’s columns that 
all performers will be there with the glad hand 
to help out an unfortunate to freedom. I need 
funds. If I had $50 to pay, a professonal bonds- 
man here in Syracuse would help me out. 

Whatever donations you care to send you can 
send it direct to the penitentiary or let The Bill- 
board take care of it. The grand jury does not 
meet until October 1. So if you do that for 
me I certainly will return it to some other poor 
unfortunate at some other time, I am registered 
here under my right name, Samuel Ungar. 
Suspense and loneliness are very trying. I will 
close, hoping that friends and brother and sister 
performers will interest themself in my case,

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“POP” SONGS 


MOST UNSEEMLY 


And Uncommendable Course 
Pursued By Publishers 


SPEND MONEY ON SIGNS 


Why Will They Do It When 
We Could Use It So 
Handily? 


The stranger in New York is forcibly im- 
pressed by the display of sign advertising the 
various music publishers are making this year. 
There is an unusua] amount of painted canvas 
wherever a sign can be stuck up. Song titles 
are enumerated thereon, and well-known writers 
are exploited something after the manner of 
well-known commodities or staple stars of 
theaterdom. 

Across the front of a music publisher's bulld- 
ing is spread a painted sign, announcing the 
current “hit? of that firm. On the walls of 
the buildings which surround an excavation, 
where workingmen are laying the foundation 
for a sky-scraper in Broadway, just below 
Forty-second, are canvas signs telling of Irving 
Berlin’s latest hits. There Is Someone Coming 
to My House, says one sign. Anober staics 
that We Have Much to Be Thankful For. 
Further along, the front of another building is 
canvassed by signs telling of other songs. 

Passing along the sidewalk in front of music 
houses located on the upper floors, one hears 
the piano man ‘‘demonstrating’’ a new song, 
while various singers are hard at the vocal 
part of it. In the restaurants and cabarets 
there are these same song activities, and one 
wonders all the while if the general appeal to 
the general public, uninitiated into the mys- 
teries of music publishing and popularizing, is 
really strong enuf to warrant this open-air, 
open-windowed and open-purse method. 

Presumably the method is desirable. Logic- 
ally, it must be or it would not be continued. 
But it is equally possible that the proprietors 
of music houses are not really the best judges; 
although, of course, they really should be. 
They may be too close to the subject to view it 
with an impartial gaze. 

To one outside of the music business, how- 
ever, it is hard to believe that a sufficient 
oumber of artists who sing songs are numbered 
among the thousands who see these “signs of 
the music times’’ to make it worth as much 
as a medium of direct appeal to singers as 
thru newspaper advertising in papers that they 
actually read. Probably this general advertising 
is considered as supplemental to trade news- 
paper advertising. Nevertheless, it is still 
difficult for the outside observer to believe in 
this appeal to pedestrians and street car pas- 
sengers, who stream up and down Broadway, 
past all manner and nature of sign advertising. 

Mighty fine, however, for the song writer. It 
boosts his name, and the song writer may 
possibly be the sort of chap who likes to see 
his name up, and it is just possible that he 
realizes that the more often his name appears 
on Broadway, the higher goes his personal 
stock with the music publishing and producing 
fraternity at large. 

Incidentally, there is a whole lot of territory 
under the American flag that does not border 
on Main street, New York. The Broadway 
sign is read by only a mighty smal! proportion 
of the public, only a mighty smal! proportion 
of the profession, and the trade newspaper will 
always be the medium of carrying music in- 
formation to a vast majority of singers who 
earn American dollars and thrive on American 
applause. 


ROAR FROM LYONS 
He Writes An Open Letter 


August 1, 1913. 
New York Musical Observer, 
Chicago Daily News, 
Congregational Advance: 

In the Literary Digest, widely copied, the 
Present quotation, being from The Billboard, 
August 2, 1913, is an article on ‘‘Popular Songs,"’ 
wherein, is is sald, that you, with others, decry 
the tendency to ran songs, and one aske the 
question: “Do we get music today like Annie 
laurie, Ben Bolt, or the Last Rose of Summer? 
No; we get, etc., etc., ete."’ 

The reason the public don't get good music 
(cood from a moral standpoint), is that all the 
public singers of note are paid by music pub- 
lishers for singing and popularizing the other 
kind, and al) publications of all classes say to 
the publisher of ‘‘good’’ songs, ‘“‘We are not 
advertising your songs unless you hand us the 
usual advertising rate."’ 

We have had one year's experience in this 
game, and do not speak from the standpoint of 


a casual observer. The writer was rated as a 
child as a ‘‘poet;’’ feeling that there certainly 
would be a chance, at least, for good, clean, 
wholesome songs, he wrote a number of lyrics, 
running from classical themes to a combination 
of slang, and out of the lot published, five of 
the numbers that he believed to be on the most 
popular subjects. 


He then notified 2,500 dealers in music, in 
minute detail, that five songs, ‘‘clean, entertain- 
ing, pleasing, each one guaranteed to be sense 
set to music, free from ragtime freak stuff and 
gibberish."” He got twelve sample orders; no 
repeats. 


In response to advertising, 5,000 professional 
copies were askt for and delivered to professional 
singers within three months. He has not heard 
of the world being set on fire yet. 

We are not claiming that these songs are the 
wonders of the present century, but they are as 
logical, clean and sensible as Ben Bolt, Annie 
laurie and The Last Rose of Summer, but out 
of fifty sets of professional copies sent to the 
music department of newspapers for review, 
we received no clipping of review, but we did 
get two replies: 


“Your songs are very pretty and very pleas- 
ing, but I can do nothing for you.’’ (See the 
ad man). 

“Your songs are of a high order of popular 
music, but should this paper comment on popu- 
lar stuff, every publisher would expect the same 
space.”” (277?) 

In twenty-five manuscripts submitted to pub- 
lisher after publisher, we stated that it was 
our désire to get back to the style of fifty years 
ago. Gue said, ‘‘You've done it; we have no use 
for it." So we published ourselves. 

We are enclosing you professional copies of 
the five. Compare When the Sun Shines on the 
River in September with Annie Laurie or Silver 
Threads Among the Gold, as to sentiment and 
cleanliness. 

Compare Dreaming Dreams with Ben Bolt. 

Compare Queen of Home Sweet Home with 
Last Rose of Summer, and see, if in this piece, 
which is addressed to the integrity of the home, 
does not answer and rebuke I Love My Wife, 
But Oh, You Kid, When You're Married There’s 
No Place To Go But Home, When You Talk In 
Your Sicep, Don't Mention My Name, etc., etc. 

Compare the other two with anything in their 
class or kind, and, after you have done this, 
comparing, ‘‘if’’ you should find these pieces as 
good or better than Annie, Ben and the Last 
Rose free from deathbed scenes and tears, but 
teaching the gospel of home, life, happiness and 
pure love, even if clothed in fantasy or poetry. 
I will gamble dollars to doughnuts that you will 
not give space to making these comparisons 
public. One of you has had the editorial op- 
portunity. 

You may find the verse not true poetry; you 
may find error in tense (one reviewer did); you 
may even find that the music is old-fashioned and 
simple, and the verse technically doggeral, but 
yet technical nicety is not the subject of your 
comment. Do you mean that good wholesome, 
clean songs can not be found? I can find you 
one hundred pubiished, as these were in 1913, 
that never sold the first edition of 500 copies, and 
many of them never will. But keep your eye 
on the indicator. This five will be sold. I am 
not discouraged, not down-hearted; simply have 
learned the ropes, and know what I have to 
fight, and am going to fight. If you will look 
over advertising matter that will reach you not 
later than September 1, you will note that we are 
out with this five, and others. 

There is one writer and publisher that has 
the courage of bis convictions. Have you the 
courage of those you expressed? 

The one reviewer above referred to was The 
Billboard, in Song Reviews, March 15 and 22. 
He found ‘‘the simple themes,’’ the ‘‘heart and 
home interest,’’ also the errors, and The Bill- 
board can hardly be called a complimentary re- 
viewer.

SLOW WORK IN ENGLAND, 


New York, Aug. 8 (Special to The Billborad). 
—The writer observed that it is hard work to 
‘“‘boost’’ a song in England at the expense of 
music hall audiences. Most singers have their 
own songs and the American custom of the 
same song being rendered in the same house, 
week after week by one artist after another 
does not obtain. 

The best ‘‘boosting’’ in London is done by 
Reynold’s Newspaper, a Sunday publication, 
which incindes each week a complete piano 
copy, score and words, of some ‘‘pop’’ song. 
These titles are advertised extensivly on the 
billboards and ‘‘contents’ sheets,’’ and include 
American and English songs. In all cases 
stage rights are reserved by the publishers and 
so announct in the paper. The catalog includes 
both restricted and unrestricted songs from both 
sides of the ocean. 


WILL VON TILZER’S WESTERN OFFICE. 


Chicago, Aug. 5 (Special to The Billboard). 
—A call at the Chicago office of the Broadway 
Music Company, of which Will Von Tilzer is the 
proprietor, disclosed Nat Vincent busy enter- 
taining visitors. Altho the office has only been 
open since the first of the month, singers at 
present in this city are visiting the new office 
to wish success to Mr. Vincent and his crew 
of able assistants. Joe Bennett, formerly of the 
Harold Rossiter, has been engaged by Mr. 

Bennett is one of the best known 
men in music circles in this city, and will prove 
a valuadle acquisition to Mr. Von Tilzer’s West- 
ern branch. Fred Clinton and Harry Pierce are 
tickling the ivory. The staff is not as yet com- 
plete, but Mr. Vincent has several well-known 
people in mind, and within a week or two he 
will have a real up-to-the-minute force. The 
Chicago office of thé broadway Music Company 
is on the second floor of the Grand Opera House 
Building. 


JEWELRY DEPARTMENTS NOW. 


New York, Aug. 8 (Special to The Billboard.) 
—These days no music publishing firm is com 
plete in its equipment if it has no jewelry de- 
partment. The demonstrators, publicity men, 
boosters and executiv staff are all right in their 
way, but it is the jewelry section that counts. 
The jewels are silver-plated cups won by song 
boosters who have gone into contests with the 
purpose of bringing home the jewelry. One 
firm in the up-town belt has the top of the 
safe loaded down with cups thus won, some 
engraved and some net. Will Von Tilzer has 
a fine collection, which, if he should ever melt 
them up, would bring enuf in old silver to pay 
about one-thirteenth of the cost of winning one 
of them,

RAGTIME A DISEASE? 

In comparing ‘‘ragtime’’ to ‘‘pimples’’ receut- 
ly, just before sailing for Europe, Dr. Frank 
Damrosch succeeded in getting himself widely 
quoted. A chance remark caught up by a ship 
reporter and calculated to carry an odd and 
upusual headline will always travel far. 

Pimples suggested a rash and a rash is a 
very light or slight disease. Therefore all that 
he said was that music is subject to disease, 
which ig silly. 

The paragraf, however, catches the idle mind. 
It carries an idea, a whimsical fancy rather, 
but it leads no where and says nothing of 
moment. 

And yet reams of paper have been used up 
in attempts to follow it up, comment upon it, 
and deductions made from it. 

It is to lauf. 

The position that American popular music is 
diseased is much more easy to take than to 
defend. On the face of it, it must appear in- 
credible that the entire mass of popular music 
with which this enormous and healthy nation is 
amusing and relaxing itself represents a dis- 
eased condition. Diseased developments of 
many sorts can engage the interest of coteries, 
schools and such small groups of people. It is, 
hewever, inconceivable that a popular music 
newly invented for its need by a vast and vig- 
orous nation should be other than a healthy 

If the popular song is used as a vehicle for 
a prurient appeal, by means of its words, this 
is nothing more than has been the case as far 
back as the history of the popular song can be 
traced. The greater facility for publication in 
the age in which we live naturally brings the 
muatter more into the open. Moreover, this 
represents only one fase of the question, and 
the public seizes with an equal avidity songs 
of the most innocent verbal content if the songs 
themselves are sufficiently catchy. 

The eternal insistence on certain primitiv 
rhythms is a sine qua non of the popular song. 
It is inseparable from the dance idea. No real 
musician with a highly developt seuse of 
musica] art can possibly find it pleasant to 
listen, for very long at a time, at least, to 
such a crude rhythmic insistence. But thig fact 
of his dislike is very far from even the faintest 
sort of a proof that there is anything in the 
nature of disease in such music. 

The sooner it is generally recognized that Dr. 
Frank Damrosch was talking monkey gab or 
pulling a press stunt and that popular music 
is just popular music and not pimps or a 
disease or any other thing. save just what it is, 
the better off we'll all be. 

If Dr. Damrosch was looking for disease, he 
would run a far better chance of finding it were 
he to hunt among hyper-cultured musicians and 
their devotees. Music of the widest appeal is 
healthy and all other music {is built upon it. 


A PRINTER’S STARTLING EMENDATION. 


The Musical Times of London, vouches for 
the following story: An organist had drawn up 
the order of a Sunday service, and it was in 
type ready for printing when the death of an 
important personage made a change necessary. 
The organist telefoned to the printer and In- 
structed him to change the postlude to ‘‘Funeral 
March by Chopin.’’ This is what he found at 
the end of the list when he arrived at the 
eburch: ‘‘A few remarks by Chopin.”’

NEFF MEETS FILM DISTRIBUTING COM- 
PANIES’ REPRESENTATIVS—DECIDE 
TO AWAIT OUTCOME OF OHIO 
CENSORSHIP BILL BEFORE 
MAKING FINAL DE- 

CISION. 


New York, Aug. 8 (Special to The Billboard). 
—As per previous appointment, President M, A. 


Neff, of the Motion Picture Exhibitors’ League 
of America, convened at the Hotel Imperial, 
10:30 a. m., Thursday, August 7, with the 


representativs of the different film factions, an- 
nouncement of which was made in an earlier 
issue of this publication. 

The question to be discussed was the advisa- 
bility of coming to some uniform understanding 
as to national censorship, but after a due inter- 
change of opinions, the various faction repre 
sentativs concluded it advisable await the 
outcome of the censorship bill in the state of 
Ohio. Should this bil] prove of advantage to 
the film business generally, it will then, of 
course, be the decision of this same body to 
follow the Buckeye example, or to the contrary, 
if the law does not create the success antici- 
pated.

The collision was so 
timed that every point of detail in this 
exciting and unprecedented crash is shown, giv- 
ing a perfect idea of what it means to those 
who have gone thru and lived to tell their ex- 
periences in such an accident. 

At 11:45 a. m. the two great iron horses 
rusht together at terrific speed. The crash of 
the encounter was s0 great that the two boilers 
were forced into each other like tomato 
‘ans, telescoping inextricably. As flames burst 
forth like the belching of a great furnace, the 
»oal tender of the first engine was driven half- 
way thro the coach behind it, grinding it into 
sindling. Large bolts and other parts of the 
ngine were thrown hundreds of feet away by 
he force of contact. One large section of the 
‘ngine, weighing forty or fifty pounds, was 
hrown within three feet of one of the camera- 
nen, who occupied a position of fifteen feet 
way from the point where the engines came 
ogether. Two of the cars were thrown from 
he track down the embankment, where they 
iy on thelr sides. The shrieks of men and 
vomen brought those within sound of their 
oices and those who were not seriously injured,

WILL CENSOR MOVING PICTURES IN OHIO. 


Columbus, Ohio, Aug. 8 (Special to The Bill- 
board).—A board of three censors, named by 
the State Industrial Commission and approved 
by the Governor will censor all moving pictures 
that will be shown in the State of Ohio, under 
the law recently enacted by the Ohio legislature. 
Two of the toard members w'll be J. A. Maddox, 
well-known in moving picture circles in the 
Capitol City, and Mrs. Maude Murray Miller, 
a Columbus newspaper womara. Under the new 
regulations, every film shown in picture theaters 
of the state, after November 6. will have to 
carry th's label, ‘“‘Approved by the Ohlo Board 
of Censors.”’ 

The new board will be expected to see all 
films run off before they are shown In moving 


picture theaters, They will decide whether 
they are moral, amusing, instructiv or harm- 
less, 


The censors will be paid $1,500 a year 
each. The exhibitors will pay a fee of $1 { 
1,000 feet or less of film Inspected and £2 for 
films of more than 1,000 feet. It is planned 
thus to make the censoring board self-sustain- 
ing. 


TIPPETS ACCEPTS EUROPEAN JOB.

And The Motion Picture 


It is a melancholy fact, but the motion pic- 
tore theater has almost entirely falled to tul- 
fill its greatest mission, 

It was hoped that at last the kiddies would 
bave a theater, a wholesome, healthy theater, 
where pure divertisement at a low price would 
be provided for the little ones, 

The old-time theater failed utterly. 

Why? 

Because they didn’t try to give fit entertain. 
ment. They are not trying now, for even those 
that pretend to be catering to chilaren really 
give nothing that specially pleases them. 

One would imagine, indeed, from the arrange- 
ments made both inside and outside the theater, 
for the comfort and pleasure of chMdren, that 
children no loager existed—that boys were lit- 
tle men, and that girls were little women—an 
abominable heresy. 

There is a reason why the theater is barren 
today from the child’s point of view; and, as 
one with any respect or affection for ehildren 
would imagine, it is a discreditable reason— 
one that shows up very luridly the Mmitations 
of their elders. Hew much it is that children— 
by children, I very definitely mean girls and 
beys not yet perplext with the origin of life— 
get out of the musical comedy business between 
principal boys and leading ladies in the plays 
provided for their enjoyment in these times, I 
cannot say. Doubtless their parents, who re- 
gard this sort of entertalnment as suitable for 
their children, could tell me more of this than 
I have yet been able to discover. With that 
frankne&s and courage which parents invariably 
show in elucidating for their children the things 
which exercise their superior intelligences they 
deubtless know exactly why and to what extent 
erotic music, and the eternal man after the 
eternal woman, Interest and Illuminate the 
minds of thelr poys and girls. Putting this 
rather delicate question on one side. J can at 
any rate assert that children, whether they do 
or do not appreciate the principal theme of our 
common stages, ate at least aware that there 
ere things as vastly interesting in life, as 
excitedly adventurous, and every way as worthy 
the attention of dramatic authors as the for- 
tunes of the marriage market. Children In the 
theater have not come together as their elders 
have to Indulge a monomania. They have more 
than one idea about the world. Life is not 
for them a cabinet particulier. 

Nor, will object, is life a capinet par- 
ticulier for their elders. She is an important. 
but not the only thing in life. It is a big fact 
that has to be with which every human 
being has sooner or later to terms. 
Rut, surely, when the terms have been 
fixt, it ceases for normal men and women to 
be the continuous, haunting problem the thea- 
ter would have us belleve. One would imagine 
from reading literature today that we speut our 
lives in perpetually looking for sex or avoid- 
ing it; that the burden of human nature was 
too grevious to be borne; that men invariably 
woke up in the morning to look for the eternal 
feminine and Invariably cut their tnroats in 
the evening because they ha found her, or 
because they had not found her. Such an im- 
pression would be entirely false. Men and 
women are not the idiots (in the strict sense 
of the word) the theater would have us believe. 
We all know quite a number of people who are 
interested in politics, fotografy, war, science, 
housekeeping, music, filosofy, building up a 
business, learning an art or a craft, educating 
their children, fancying cats or dogs, bee-keep 
ing, the cultivation of vegetables or fowers, 
diplomacy, anthropology, collecting old furni 
ture, travel, amateur cricket, climbing high 
mountains, natural history, erystal-gazing, 
peker work, the beautiful conduct of life—the 
list is as inexhaustible as the world itself. 
Ask any of people, with any one of 
these various interests, or any other interest you 
May care to include as a more forcible 
mentum ad hominem, how many moments, 
thoughts, needs and emotions of their normal day 
fre engrost with objects of the big world as 
compared with those other moments which are 
engrost with a feminine interest. Anyone as 
Strictly occupled with as gtrictly a feminine or 
masculine Interest in life ag our theaters, would 
suggest, would in real life have to be lockt up 
nh an asylum. 

I have before me an essay on “The Truth of 
Decorativ Art,’’ by Lionel de Fonseka, a Singh 
alese gentleman who gives us an extremely 
valuable study of the contrast between art of 
the East and of the West. I will quote a 
short passage on this particular theme, partly 
because it says so well what so urgently re- 
quires to be sald at this moment, partly be- 
cause It may induce eomeone to buy the book 
and take some of its extremely valuable views 
to heart and mind. ‘‘Love,"’ says the Oriental, 
“is a sensation which your civilization has 
turned into a sentiment. The sentiment of love 
is unknowa fn the Bast, and, as Orientals con- 
stitute a falr proportion of mankind, It is rea- 
sonable te conclude that love as a sentiment is 
not rooted Im human nature. And it ts this sen- 
timent that i @ eonvention lo your ert and an 
Obsession ia yous life.

**You talk of the ‘eternal feminine,’ but wit) 
you the feminine is eternal and omuspresent. 
You are not pantheists indeed, but you are 
pangynists, because you see woman everywhere.

Isn’t it a pitiful spectacle to see film manu- 
facturers and their idea men and producers 
frantically racking their brains for new angles 
in the etenal triangle, for new forms and dis- 
positions of the old sex stuff when they might

Dear Sir:—You are to be commended in the 
stand you have taken In regard to the bolting 
convention at New York last month. The 
writer who happened to be ome of the Ken- 


declares that the city ordinance licensing mov- 
ing picture machine operators is invalid and in 
its present form can not be legally enforced. 
The opinion accompanied an order granting the 
release by habeas corpus of Sam Lewis, an 
operator at the Empire Theater, 3931 Spring 
Grove avenue, who was arrested July 3 by th: 
police, on the charge of running a moving pic- 
ture machine without a license. Judge Gorman 
declared that he ig reluctant to so interpret the 
ordinance because of the necessity of a proper 
guard against accidents in the community. 

“But the section which makes the Board of 
Examiners absolute autocrats of the situation 
must be regarded as entirely contrary to the 
rights of American citizenship,’’ he says, ‘“There 
is no standard of qualifications in the ordinance 
which governs the board’s examinations of appli- 
eants for Heenses. They might ask an appli- 
cant questions about the color of his hair or 
the appearance of hig eyes and grant him a 
license.’ Lewis was represented by Attorney 
Amos Foster, who attackt the ordinance upon 
the ground which resulted in its knockout by 
the court. Assistant City Solicitor Welnig 
represented the city.

“We this day offered, and are still willing the railroad mileage of each and 
every vice-president who will send the amount of his mileage, and this is done in accordance with 
an understanding previously had in regari hereto, but the offer has been refused, and the National 
League demands that the money be pald it, and it will disburse the funds as it sees fit.’’

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PARIS NEWS LETTER 


While American despatches are arriving tell 
ing of beat-waves and deaths from sun-stroke iu 
the United States, people over here are wearing 
overcoats and carrying umbrellas every Where 
they go. Dealers in ladies’ furs, even, say 
business is not bad. P 

But while the summer park and street [alr 
outfits In the United States must do a bumming 
pusiness these days, the same enterprises in 
France are suffering a terrible slump and pro 
prietors’ faces are sagging something awful. 

We are told that when Maitre Gustave Car 
pentier’s latest opera, Julien, is produced in 
New York next fail, Enrico Caruso will sing 
the title role, a role he bas taken quite a fancy 
to, if report be true, This part wag sung by 
M. Housseliere at the original production here. 
Mile. Geraldine Farrar will interpret the role 
created in Paris, at the Opera Comique, by 
Mme. Marguerite Carre. 

The composer will go to New York personally 
to superintend rehearsals and Toscanini will 
conduct the orchestra. 

Here’g a sensational plece of news. 

Henry Bernst:in will put on bis famous Apres 
Moi next s:ason at his own theater, the Bouffes 
larisiens, A'l of which goes to prove you can’t 
keep a good man down, 

Apres Moi—to recall a little history—was 
produced at the Comedie Francaise in the fall 
ef 1911, It raised a tumult, Bernstein, it 
appears, had deserted from the French army 
while doing his term of compulsory service. He 
went to Belgium where be remained until the 
affair blew over, He bad bad an exceptionaliy 
severe time of it im the army, it is said, and 
his taking ‘“‘French leave,’’ in its literal and 
real sense, was excused by many—as it Was, 
later on, by the government. 

To make things absolutely right at home, 
Bernstein volunteered to enlist and complete 
bis time, but was refused on account of being 
fysically unfit. 

Bernstein, little by little, climbed into the 
world of playwrights until be won out as One 
of the most vivid of French dramatists. Then 
he wrote Apres Moi, The Comedie Francaise 
accepted the play, and, in spite of a threaten 
ing ‘‘uprising,’’ produced it. The theater, being 
a subsidised one and so a government concern, 
so to speak, had no right to produce the plays 
of a man who had acted ag Bernstein bad acted 
one faction claimed, and for two or three nights 

as long as Apres Moi was billed—there was 
great rioting in front of the theater as well as 
inside of it. People hooted and people cheered; 
people fought and peopie got trampled upon; 
the mounted police charged the mobs and ther. 
was a mixup generally. 

The anti-Bernstein crowd won and the piece 
Was withdrawn, And—barring half a dozen 
duels in which Bernstein, bis friends and enemies 
took part—all was again serene. 

Since then it has been rumored that Apres 
Moi was to be brought out at half a dozen 
different theaters, more or less, but so far, the 
piece has been accumulating dust on a shelf. 
Even the American manager who had an option 
on the work, let the matter slide, tho it is prob- 
able that the character of the play—reviewed in 
The Billboard at the time of its premiere—bad 
more to do with his action than the riots at 
the Comedie Francaise. Apres Mol, ag it stanils, 
is not precisely suited for American needs. 

And pow comes the climax. Bernstein has 
leased his own playhouse. In it he can play 
whatever he jolly well chooses. Apres Mot, 
then, will be brought out during the coming 
season in something like the following guise: 
“Apres Moi, by Henry Bernstein, will be pre 
sented by Henry Bernstein in Henry Bernstein's 
theater as soon as Henry Bernstein's company 
can assemble for rehearsals under the persona! 
direction of Henry Bernstein."’ 

Henry Bernstein has an American mother and 
he shows his American blood. He's a living 
example of Arnold Bennett's American who en 
tered a large English hotel dining room and 
asked for a steak cooked in a certain way. (If 
a familiar with this chestnut, then skip 
t.) 

“Can't serve it to you that way, sir.’’ said 
the headwaiter. ‘“‘We have them cooked such 
and such away."’ 

The American got up and walkt out. He 
found the proprietor of the hotel and asked him 
how much he wanted for the hotel. 

“Two million dollars as it stands, sir,’’ th

An Autobiographical Sketch of 
the “Out-of-Ordinary”’ 
Kind 


— 


I was born on the sixth of March in the year 
1856, during a thunderstorm at 5 o’clock in the 


morning, in the city of Baltimore, Maryland. 
Since then I have seen much of life; I have suc- 
ceeded in the things I undertook; I have wit- 


nest failure and regretted the poor luck of the 
men who have gone under; but I never knew a 
moment when I did not want to live; I have 
regarded this world always as a cheerful master- 
piece that reflected the greatest credit upon the 
genius and originality of its Creator, 

When I emerged from babyhood I tecame just 
a young male person; I had: no time for the 
recreations of a boy. I never played marbles. 
I never spun tops. I didn’t play hookey be- 
cause I never went to school. I was ignorant 
of practical jokes and to this day I can never eat 
peppers in any form beeause of a trick inflicted 
upon my confiding disposition by another young- 
ster of the town. The memory of that is vivid. 

We were down on the wharves one day and 
I saw some red things hanging from the edges 
of crates. 1 askt what they were and I was 
told that they were bananas. So I pulled one 
down and commenced to eat it. I never finisht 
because the thing was a red pepper, and I 
abhor those things still. 

When I was eight years old I was working In a 
smal] store. I did the chores and the errands. 
There are no visions left of that period and no 
dreams. I was just a boy working for a living 
and I can see myself still going about that busi- 
ness in a very sober mood. 

I happened to catch the eye and the fancy of 
Frederick Rane, the publisher of the German 
Correspondent, a German newspaper of Balti 
more. Rane put me to setting type in the com- 
posing room of this paper and I suppose that 
it was there I caught the ‘‘newspaper contagion”’ 
—tho perhaps unconsciously— which has since 
developed into The Denver Post. 

Raine, I remember, complained greatly about 
my spelling in the stuff I set, and one day he 
told me—I was only a kid—that if I didn’t im- 
rove in my spelling he would put me over his 
nee and slap me. Well, I didn’t improve and 
Raine kept his word, but he did it without 
malice and I wasn’t any the worse for the ex- 
perience. 

I workt on the German Correspondent for 
some time, then I went to Philadelphia and 
tried to make a living as a door-to-door sales- 
man. But the living wasn’t of the kind I 
wanted; there wasn’t enuf proteid in it for a 
growing youth with a lusty appetite, and so I 
became a barkeeper because I had noticed that 
all barkeepers lookt well fed and were drest in 
comfort. And before I was thru with that job 
I was the best barkeeper in America, which 
means that I was the best barkeeper in the 
world, 

I remained in Philadelphia until 1880 and two 
years afterwards I was tarkeeper in the old 
Windsor Hotel in Denver. They were goiden 
days and purple nights in Denver in those times 
and the men were adventurous souls of whom 
some afterwards came to be considered ‘‘big.’’ 
But nore of them were. big to me then and none 
of them—of such as are left—are big to me 
now. I have never seen a man to whom I 
could ‘‘look up.”’ All people look alike to me; 
they are just folks. And whenever I see a man 
who thinks that he is living on the twentieth 
Story of life, I just take an elevator up to his 
office and talk to him as tho he were only con 
the ground floor. 

It was when I was !n the old Windsor bar 
that I began to study mineralogy. The miners 
coming to the bar from the hills brought all 
kinds of mineral specimens with them and they 
often left them with me as keepsakes. My 
stock of those specimens grew; I had learned 
enuf of mineralogy to understand their mean- 
ing and people seemed to be so interested in my 
collection that I decided to open a curio store 
and quit barkeeping. And so I quit it. 

I rented a cellar at the corner of Eighteenth 
and Stout streets, right opposite where the 
new post-office is now being built. The bus'ness 
started by me in that cellar now occupies a five- 
story building of its own with a total gross 
income of over half a million a year, and its 
custom and connections are international. .iut 
it was a small and modest start that I made 
and necessity sometimes caused me to invent and 
reach out for funny expedients. 

We used to sell small cases of all kinds of 
specimens, but they always struck me as lack 
lug something. There was, in fact, no RED in 
them, and RED has always been, for me, sym- 
bolical of life. And I had to get RED in those 
specimen boxes to make them what I wanted. 
I knew that cinnibar was red, but cinnibar 
wasn't available, so I got some red bricks and 
broke them into suitable sizes and put them in 
the specimen boxes and called them cinnibar, 
and the allegory was complete, And everybody 
tuying the boxes was happier because of that 
red specimen in them: they didn't know why, 
but I did—the symbolism of the RED sang a 
song to them that was as real, just as it was 
as silent, as the song of the stars. That's 
why I put red ink daily on our newspapers, 

I had another funny experience, too, at that 
time when the business of the curlo store had 
climbed out of the cellar and occupied a real 
shop of its own on Sixteenth street, Somebody 
found a real indian mummy out on the plalos 
of Colorado an! a man brought it to Denver and 
Started exhibiting it at ten cents admission, 
Now a real Ind!an mummy was a “‘curio’’ and 
- — was to be—some day—the greatest store 
nh the 


World—-and it is that now—I felt that 
my store wouldn't be complete without a mummy 
Which the people could look at for nothing. So 
I had an Indian mummy MADE for me and 1 
advertised that it could be seen for nothing. 


And the people came to see it. Then I said so 
that all the people could know It, that the other 
mummy was upreal, not even a genuine fake. 
And I said that it was too bad this man should 
be charging ten cents for a view of a mummy 


at all. And, in a very little while, that so 
workt on the nerves of the man with the first 
mummy that he came to me and said I could 


have it for nothing. So I got the original mum 
my and it is on view in the H. H. Tammen

My curio business had grown extensivly after 
it had been going for elght years and in 1889 
1 thought that it deserved its own putilicity 
organ. So I started The Great Divide, a 
monthly publication that finally had a circula- 
tion of 32,000 copies. And I began advertising 
nationally as well. Tom Nast and Mrs. Frank 
Leslie came to my store when they were visit- 
ing in Denver. They bought some curios and 
some specimen boxes. Some of those curios they 
gave to J. Walter Thompson when they got back 
to New York, and as the result of correspond- 
ence that passed between Thompson and me I 
wrote and told him that I should like to adver- 
tise in the Century Magazine. I said that I 
had no money for such advertising; that he 
would have to take a chance on me; but he said 
that he was ready to take the chance and my 
first national advertisement was publisht in the 
Century. And I paid for it. 

Then my curio business kept on growing, but 
in 1893 everything went to pieces in Colorado 
and I had to drop the publication of The Great 
Divide. I was in debt, too; everybody in Denver 
was in debt then, and I went to the World’s 
Fair in Chicago and sold pictures of the fair 
and made big money out of them. It was whilst 
I was at the World’s Fair that I heard talk of 
a millionaire in Kansas City named F. G. Bon- 
fils. From what they said of him he wasn’t 
like the ordinary millionaire at all. He seemed 
to te willing to take chances in investing in 
any old thing so long as he liked the look vf it 
and he was, also, said to be a good loser. 

So 1 went to Kansas City and met Mr. Bonfils 
and suggested to him that he should buy a no- 
account paper (as it was then) called The 
Denver Post. He was to buy the paper and I 
was to get half-ownership for running it. And 
he bought it right away. It was a remarkable 
partnership that we establisht then; it has 
grown into a beautiful friendship; and we did 
things with The Denver Post that had never been 
done by any other newspaper in the world at 
any time. 

In those days Mr. Bonfils and I were the 
paper; mentally, if not fysically, we did it all. 
And that is true of The Denver Post to this 
time. It is a great institution now; it is not 
only the greatest newspaper in the U. 
S. A., it is more than that—it is a paper 
with an intenational reputation. But, big as it 
is; large as our staff may te; however much 
we may spend in buying brains and features, 
The Denver Post is still the express‘on of the 
minds of two men; it paints from day to day the 
picture of the world, with the transcript of its 
emotions, tears and laufter, as H. H. Tammen 
and F. G, Bonfils see them. 

And that is true—but of course in a different 
way—of the Sells-Floto Circus. When we bought 
that circus—-or when we bought the hand- 
ful of stuff that has since expanded 
into that circus—it was just a smell dog and 
pony show. And we bought it just because we 
thought we would like to own a circus. In a 
way it rounded out our possessions. Already 
we have the most ‘‘different’’ newspaper in all 
the world. Already we had the biggest curio 
store in the world. So we thought, if we only 
had the most unique circus in the world as well, 
we would be proving our absolute originality and 
welding our fortunes in a structural—steel basis. 

So we bought the dog and pony show and 
today it is the Sells-Floto Cireus, with the uni- 
versal admission price of 25 cents to everyone, 
everywhere, all the time, and the most carefully 
selected assortment of 22-carat gold acts in all 
the world. 

For the Sells-Floto Circus is not just a big, 
spangles and sawdust affair, with travel-stained 
costumes and horses that look a little the worse 
for wear; the Sells-Floto Circus is a manicured 
circus that, next year, takes over the Buffalo 
Bill Show and presents a combination of Buffalo 
Bill Show and Sells-Floto Circus, and still pre- 
sents the whole double program for 25 cents 
admission to everyone, everywhere. 

Readers of The Billboard know of the fights, 
the heart-turnings, the hot friction and the 
general war that the Sells-Floto Circus got into 
at the beginning; but that was only part of the 
game and we have all healed our bruises long 
ago. 

We lost money on The Denver Post when we 
started it; just as—at first—we lost money on 
The Denver Weekly Post and The Kansas City 
Post and the Sells-Floto Circus; but we have 
proved that money can be made by being spent 
and we have all the time and everywhere found 
that it pays to make our motto, ‘*Tammen and 
Bonfils have plenty of money and are not 
stingy.”’ 

And we have never forgotten the legend that 
flames in gilt letters from the front of The 
Denver Post Bullding on Champa street, Denver— 
*“O! Justice, when expelled from other habita- 
tions, make this thy dwelling place,”’ for, to- 
day, that motto is the bugle-call that we march 
to.

Although it has been definitely decided 
that no special action will be tanxen vy the 
common council to allow a carnival com- 
pany to open a week's engagement at Es- 
canaba August 15, no effort has yet been 
taken to debar the company if it pays the 
specified license fee, which amounts to 
$475 for a week. Business men ana peo 
ple interested in welfare of Escanaba 
are opposed to the carnival going there un 
der any circumstances and it is probable 
that some action will be taken to prevent 
any possibility of the company pitching 
its tents It has been the experience of 
Escanaba in the past that carnivals can be 
considered only as a money-absorbing leach 
on any municipality, says the Morning 
Press Gladstone last summer experienced 
a carnival and that city has not yet recov- 
ered from the = shock.

IMPORTANT RULING ON SUNDAY SHOWS IN 
OREGON AS AFFECTING TENTED 
ORGANIZATIONS, 


While the big cities west of Chicago, with 
scarcely no exception, permit Sunday shows of 
all kinds, considerable opposition is encountered 
in the smaller Western cities, to such perform- 
ances. The Oklahoma Ranch Wild West Shows, 
which spent the last week of July in Washington 
and are now in Oregon, attempted a few Sun- 
day dates. The first was July 27 at Mt. Vernon. 
A very large business was in sight, but the 
authorities interferred and no performance was 
given. The next date, August 3, at Oregon City, 
Ore., a place of considerable size, a determined 
effort was made on the part of the local min- 
isters to prevent the performance. Complaint 
was made to the sheriff and later referred to 
the deputy district attorney. 

Section 2125 of Lord’s Oregon Laws, which 
1efers to the matter, reads in part: “If any 
person shall keep open any place of amusement 
on the first day of the week, such person upon 
conviction thereof shall be punisht by a fine of 
not less than $5, nor more than $50.” 

Several attorneys who lookt up the law on te- 
half of the Ministers’ Association, were of the 
opinion that there was nothing in the measure 
which prohibited the performance of a circus 
or wild west show, and, furthermore, that there 
was nothing in it which gave the police officers 
the right to interfere with the performers. The 
law merely specifies that the person who shall 
keep open an amusement is liable to fine. The 
most the sheriff could do, therefore, these at 
torneys believed, was to arrest the one man 
responsible for the performance, probably the 
manager, and hold him. So far as preventing 
the performance was concerned the law provided 
no way by which this might be done. That the 
arrest of the manager would in any way inter- 
fere with the performance was scouted by ths 
legal fraternity and the ministers adopting this 


opinion, gave up the fight, at leagt so far as 
calling upon the police to interfere. 

Some of the more aggressiv among the min- 
isters, however, advoated a raid on the show, 
contending that Section 1768 of the above Laws 
gave authority for them to act personally in 


making arrests of any performers participating 
in the program. A letter of protest was for 
warded to the Governor of the State, but as he 
would be absent from the capitol during the 
week, results were not lookt to from this source. 

If the liberal construction of the laws shoul i 
te upheld in Oregon a number of Sunday dates 
could be included and would be found to be 
very profitable to road shows of all kinds.

If too thick, reduce with hot water to the 
thickness of paint and apply while hot. 

Paint curtain lengthwise first coat and cross- 
wise the second. Work fast in spaces of three 
or four-foot strips, being careful not to lap 
any more than possible. If not sufficient paint 
to apply second or third coats, add one-third 
pound dissolved glue, three pounds of French 
ginc and very little vermillion and boil as at 
first directed. The same should dry in 1% 
Use 6 or 8-inch brush. Be careful to 
flow last coat evenly. 

If you should have paint left, do not discard, 
but let stand in bucket and mix in when ready 
to recoat curtain. Use wall mop once a week 
and curtain will remain in good condition for 
one year.

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MOVIE MEN DON’T LIKE VAUDEVIL SIDE 
LINE. 


Would Like to See Film Exchanges Refuse to 
Serve Such Theaters. 


Omaha Proprietors to Meet Again in Two Weeks 
to Take Action, 


Proprietors of Omaha moving picture houses 
may request film producers and exchanges to 
boycott ‘movie’ establishments which stage 
vyaudevil or other entertainments in addition to 
the fotoplays, 

The matter was discussed at a meeting of 
the Omaba proprietors Friday, when delegates 
to the national convention of the Moving Picture 
Exhibitors’ Association reported the recommen- 
dations of that body. No action was taken 
and the meeting adjourned until Friday, August 
8, when the next regular meeting is scheduled. 

Whether or not the discussion will result in 
any definite action is a matter of disagreement 
among local moving picture men, Some radicals 
favor putting the requests up to the film ex- 
changes, but others are backward, some because 
of lack of faith in the result that might be 
gained and some thru fear of legal pitfalls. 

The regular ‘‘movie’’ men object to the 
vaudevil side lineg because these houses, altho 
frequently charging ten cents instead of five, 
draw the crowds. In Omaha there are four 
or five such houses, Should the film exchanges 
accede to the proposed request, these would 
either be forced into exclusiv vaudevil or ex- 
clusiv moving pictures, unless they could se- 
cure service from independent film exchanges. 

President Harris, of the State Exhibitors’ 
League is in a peculiar position as a result of 
the national convention's attitude. While head 
of the state movie organization, his own house, 
the Empress, has a part vaudevil program and 
would be hit harder than any other Omaha con- 
eern by a boycott.—Omaha World-Herald, 


GREAT PLAYS IN THE ‘‘MOVIES.”’ 

If Hamlet were acted for the 
“Ghost’’ would be a real ghost; you would be 
able to look right thru him. ‘tnis is said by 
one of the imaginary interlocutors in the ‘‘In- 
terpreter’s House’’ of the July American Maga- 
zine. Under the name of the ‘Occasional Con- 
tributor’ he is represented as pleading with 
the various departmental editors of that maga- 
zine the claims of the moving picture to be re- 


**movies’’ the 


garded as ‘‘a great new art-form.’’ Against 
thelr skepticism he instances several cases of 
leading actors like Mrs. Fiske, Sarah Bern- 
hardt and James K. Hackett, who have acted, 


or are planning to act, before the mitting film. 


His reference to the “Ghost’’ in Hamlet is 
happily chosen, for, whether he knuws it or 
not, the great English actor, Mr. Forbes-Rob- 


ertson, has proved his point by doling the great 
English masterpiece for the film. The speaker 
brings forward the superhuman powers of the 
camera, noting that it sees and registers what 
the human eye would not notice, realizing pos- 
sibilities 


which do not exist on the stage. 
Such, for example, is ‘‘the ability to visualize 
creams, and memories, and symbols, and 
ghosts."" He goes on to tell how they would 
inanage a scene from Hamlet in which the 
“Ghost” appears: 
“They merely fotograf the scene without the 
‘Ghost,’ taking a count of Hamlet's appear- 
ance and acting; then clear Hamlet off the 


stage and expose the same strip of film again, 
with the ‘Ghost’ acting. The ‘Ghost’ acts ac- 
cording to the count previously made, timing 
every gesture with the acting of Hamlet, and 
so his image overlays the images already reg- 
istered; and when the film is run off you see 
the back-drop right thru him waoue he ap- 
preaches Hamlet, and the two act in perfect 
unison. The same with memories: You see a 
young man ¢itting at a table contemplating sui- 
clde; bis eyes stare into the distance. All at 
once his thoughts are visualized; up in one cor- 
ner of the screen you see, as In a cloud, the 
different things he is conjuring up—for in- 
stance, you see him kissing his mother good-by 
on the steps of the farm-house porch; then you 
see him turned down as he applies for a job 
in the city; next you see him in a saloon, sod- 
den with drink; and last, as the corner scenes 
fade out, you know that this young man has 
been thru those experiences, and understand 
why he is contemplating suicide. . . Think 
of the startling simplicity and vividness of this 
method of transmitting a man’s thougnts to 
the audience! 

“And don't think this fs all. . There 
is another point of extreme difference. For 
while the stage gives a few artificial proper- 
ties to represent trees or landscape, the mo- 
tion picture takes you out into the open Itself. 
You see the real ocean breaking on the rocks, 
you see in very fact the Grand Canon of the 
Colorado; you see the orchard white with apple- 
blossoms. Think of what this means to a city 
audience composed of men and women who 
work, say 10 hours a day, and never go farther 
than Coney Island in the summer! The ampll- 
tude of the hills, the silence of the forests, the 
busy gladness of the farmyard come vividly to 
them; or, as by a magic carpet, they are trans- 
ported in 20 seconds from the East Side to 
Arizona. 

“And this Involves other things, too, which 
make the stage seem almost Incapable. For in- 


stance, Frohman has pointed out that when 
Mrs. Fiske acts in Becky Sharp he will not 
confine himself to the indoor scenes of the 
play; he will go back to Vanity Fair, and re- 
produce the outdoor scenes as well; and, most 
notable of all, he will actually show the Bat- 
tle of Waterloo. No farcical fights, like those 
in Shakespeare, where six men chase six others 
before a painted drop; no modern scene, where 
a man at a window describes the battle afar 
off; but great hills, and woods, and fields; and 
the Cuirassiers on horseback dashing thru the 
battle-smoke and Napoleon sitting his horse 
in the sunlight as he watches the Kagles vver- 
berne and his destiny destroyed. 

“Do you see what this implies? Our stage 
has grown more and more crampt until, today, 
only so-called spectacle plays have in them 
more than four or five scenes; and these spec- 
tacle plays are usually tedious on account of the 
leng waits while the property men are setting 
a new scene. But a commonplace reel of mo- 
tion pictures contains from 15 to 30 scenes; 
and there are no walts, the scenes melt into 
one another. Is this not, in a sense, a return 
to the Shakespearian drama, where, because 
there was practically no scenery, scene could 
follow scene, giving one a hint of the shifting 
vastness of the world?”
